A complete explanation of the out¬ 
rages In Macedonia is not easy to 
frame, because there are so many rea¬ 
sons for the conditions In European 
Turkey. In the first place. It should 
be noted that the district Is Inhabited 
by hostile and Jealous races. Turks, 
Albanians, Servians, Bulgarians, 
Greeks, and n few others live side by 
side, each with peculiar customs, and 
each dissatisfied with the rule of the 
Sultan. Then they have not the same 
religion. The Mohammedan looks 
down on the Christian und the Jew; 
the Greek Christian cannot tolerate 
the Protestant, and the Catholic re¬ 
gards the Armenian as a heretic. The 
task of governing a population of hos¬ 
tile races, with differing religions, all 
within a comparatively narrow area, 
is difficult at best. But Turkish gov¬ 
ernment is bad. The administration 
of Justice Is so uncertain that the for¬ 
eign powers have insisted that their 
citizens accused of crime shall be tried 
in consular courts. But the Turkish 
subject must submit to the Judicial 
Imperfections of the native courts. 
Consequently Justice, as the American 
understands it, is unknown to the av¬ 
erage subject of the Sultan. Along 
with the corrupt and procrastinating 
courts the people have to endure the 
extortion of the tax-gatherers, who 
levy what taxes they choose without 
Interference from any superior so long 
us the required sum is sent to Con¬ 
stantinople. Out of the uncertainties 
of the financial administration have 
developed the complications Arising 
from un unpaid ami dissatisfied army, 
to say nothing of unpaid officials in 
all other departments. Then, to cap 
the pyramid of folly, the Sultan at¬ 
tempts to look after all the details of 
administration, a task beyond the 
physical power of any man. Impor¬ 
tant matters arc delayed, and the Im¬ 
patient people take things into their 
own hands. On this fertile field of 
discontent the political agitator sows 
his seed of Insurrection. It was the 
Macedonian revolutionary committee 
which held Miss Stone, the mission¬ 
ary, for a ransom, that It might get 
money to carry on its work. The pa¬ 
triots on occasion pose us brigands, 
and brigands, when It serves their 
purpose, cull themselves patriots. In 
the hope of bettering matters, Austria 
and Russia prepared a plan last win¬ 
ter for Improving the financial. Judi¬ 
cial and civil administration of the 
district, and the Sultan accepted It. 
So far as the plan wus applied It fail¬ 
ed to pacify the discontented, and seri¬ 
ous Insurrection began in August. 
What the outcome will be Is useless 
to prophesy.

It In Not the Idyllic Form that Po- 
eta Sing About. 

“I know a village where there are 
no fewer than thirty cottages with 
but one bedroom apiece, and In each 
of these single bedrooms oU, seven and 
more people are sleeping,” says A. 
Monteflore-Bruce, writing lu the Lou¬ 
don Mail about life lu the average 
English village. “In one of them, 
father, mother and eight children hud¬ 
dled together. lu another, futher, 
mother and six children—three of 
whom are grown up—are sleeping, in 
these cottages there Is oue living room 
downstairs and no sanitary arrange¬ 
ment of any kind. At the hack ol’ the 
cottages runs an open ditch. It Is also 
an open sewer. 

“Here, In the very heart of the coun¬ 
try, 1 expect to find abundance of 
pure water, abundance of sweet air. 
Too often I find neither about the 
cottages. Hundreds of villages have 
no water supply, though a compara¬ 
tively small expenditure could provide 
It. 1 know a village—It Is typical of 
hundreds—where the cottagers have to 
go half a mile to get water. A foul 
ditch furnishes another village with 
the whole of Its water supply. Offens¬ 
ive refuse heaps lie piled round the 
crumbling walls of the cottages. The 
wooden doors without are rotten with 
sewage. 

“Norfolk, Suffolk nnd Essex eontnln 
many such villages, and other coun¬ 
ties—such as Bedford, Cambridge¬ 
shire, Wiltshire, Dorset, Somerset— 
easily vie with them. 1 could write 
of l.mely cottages far across the fields, 
with no water within a tulle, whence 
the children morning after morning 
walk two miles to school, and drag 
tliclr tired limbs that distance back 
again at night and tills whatever the 
weather; where the postal service 
comes but once a week; where the 
men and boys walk daily five or six { 
miles to and from work; where of j 
drainage there is none; where of the 
simplest sanitation there is none; 
where the medlenl officer of health 
comes not, and where the inspector of 
nuisances Is unknown.” 

GLOVES MADE OF RAT SKIN. 

Illile of Kodi'Uts Too Small for Kven 
the Chilli's Size. 

A report comes from Copenhagen 
that a great rat hunt has been organ¬ 
ized there and that the skins of many 
thousands of the victims are to be 
used in making gloves. If tlie rat 
hunters In the Danish capital cherish 
uny such hopes they are doomed to 
disappointment, says the Pall Mall Ga¬ 
zette. Bat skins cuiuiot be made into 
gloves tit for commerce. The belief 
that n valuable raw material Is being 
neglected here survives only In the 
minds of the Inexpert. The glove- 
maker knows much better. A Norwe¬ 
gian merehnut once came to England 
and Informed a well-known glove- 
maker that lie had collected over 100,- 
000 rat skins nnd was prepared to re¬ 
ceive offers for them. He was fully 
convinced that the skins were suitable 
for glovemaklng. But the manufact¬ 
urer found that the largest skin was 
only some six Inches long and he held 
up a kid skin for the smallest size 
of glove, a child’s, which was eight 
Inches long, nnd asked how he was to 
cut euch a glove out of rat skin. 


Then he took up the smallest kid 
skin for a lady’s glove, eleven Inches 
long, and when he asked how that was 
to be cut out of a rat skin the Norwe¬ 
gian merchant laughed at the Idea and 
went away disappointed. The beet 
offer he got for those skins, which he 
had collected with so much care, was 
5 shillings a hundredweight from n 
man who was willing to boll them 
down for glue. 

A famous glovemaking firm has a 
collection of curiosities relating to the 
trade, und one of them Is the largest 
pair of gloves ever made out of a 
rat skin. The belief that such skins 
could be made into gloves was laid 
before the managers so confidentially 
that they resolved to put it to the trial, 
and they ordered a number of tlie 
skins of tlie largest rats which could 
be found In Grimsby. But the rat is 
a fighting animal, and bears the marks 
of many battles on bis body, and It 
was found that the skins were so 
scarred and torn that it was with tho 
utmost difficulty that perfect pieces 
largo enough for the purpose could be 
obtained. In the end, after ten skins 
bad been used, n pair of gloves was 
out and made, nnd they are retained 
In the collection to this day. But they 
are so small that they would tit only 
tlie smallest of small boys. Thus it 
was shown that however cheaply rat 
skins might be obtained they would 
offer no advantages to tlie glovemaker. 

The rabbit skin Is equally useless for 
this purpose, and humane people may 
also dismiss from their minds the fear 
that the skins of pet dogs are made 
Into gloves. The dogskin glove of 
which we used to hear is made out of 
the skin of the Cape gont.

During the recent naval maneuvers in Long Island Sound the public 
learned that the torpedo boat destroyers, Decatur and Barry, wore crippled 
while forming a “Hying wedge” for the benefit of President Roosevelt and the 
reviewing officers on the Mayflower. Little is known by the public at large 
of the “flying wedge,” and In the rush of events the Incident was quickly 
forgotten. The significance -of the accident, however, appears, when ex¬ 
plained. 

Just who originated the “flying wedge” of torpedo boat destroyers Is 
known to the tactical experts of the navy aud the President’s Cabinet alone. 
It Is-considered the coup de maitre of modern naval maneuvers. In time of 
war Its use would mean death to hundreds aud the loss of millions. 

Even In these peaceful times the demonstration of the wedge was not 
without damage, and the steering gear of the Decatur going awry at a critical 
moment, the boat was rammed by the Barry and almost foundered. 

Is the sacrifice of human life and the destruction of five torpedo boats 
justified in order to sink a battleship of COO men, constructed at a cost of 
?i>,000,000? The answer from the department and the chief executive Is, 
“Yes.” 

in war times, when the fleets of nations oppose each other, the destruc¬ 
tion of a battleship by means of the flying wedge is almost certain. To 
school the little fliers In this formation requires nerves of steel. The whole 
thing Is summed up In the words of President Roosevelt: 

"I don’t want men In the navy who are afraid of scraping the paint off 
their ships.” 

The charge of the 000 was not a comparison of the charge of the “flying 
wedge.” The members of the light brigade had a chance to escape, as was 
proved when 150 of them rode off the field—the men In the torpedo boats— 
la live of them at least, will have no chance. They will go to certain death 
when they obey the signal from the flagship: 

“Form flying wedge." 

A torpedo boat destroyer costs In the neighborhood of $750,000. Six cost 
$4,500,000. A first-class liattleshlp is estimated at $5,000,000. The six de¬ 
stroyers carry approximately 250 men. A battleship from 500 to 700. 

The wedge Is formed at full speed. The little black devils, their stacks 
vomiting smoke and fire, rush throngh the water at tweuty-flve miles an 
hour, and lu answer to a signal four converge on one, which holds Its course 
straight for the objective point. Two of the destroyers arrange themselves on 
the leading boat’s quarter, and two more, In turn, on their quarters, while 
the sixth sneaks Into the triangle thus formed and Is practically hidden from 
sight. 

At full speed they approach the object of attack, while main and second- 
ary batteries pour shot and shell on their sides, thin as the sides- 
cup racer. 

It Is figured that before the wedge approaches within 100 yards of the 
battleship the five destroyers will have been sent to the bottom with their 
crews The other Is depended on to launch the torpedo that will sink the 
leviathan of the deep. 

The “flyl n K wedge” will be practiced by the navy during the maneuvers 
to be held In West Indian waters, ns well as the target praetlee, that ths 
American Jackie may regain his position at the head of the navies of tlie 
world. 


ltonian Bricks. 

The rebuilding of the campanile In 
Venice has begun. It Is expected that 
the structure will be finished by 1900. 
Although the fall of the tower was a 
deplorable loss, some good attended 
It in tlie opportunity It gave acbeolo- 
gists to examine the bricks. 

It was found that the bricks had 
ben used In arches, fortifications, the 
toils of walls and in other ways before 
they were built Into the campanile, and 
that they are not Venetian but Roman 
bricks. 

The ancient bricks were made In 
sliei-s, for In many the layers could be 
seen undisturbed. It Is said that 
bricks made this way can bear a 
greater weight than modern bricks. 

The bricks examined were of the 
first century. One of them bore the 
Imprint of a horseshoe, which may 
prove that the Romans used a horse¬ 
shoe like ours, although It Is gener¬ 
ally believed that their horseshoes 
were strapped on, not nailed.

RETURN OF THE GRAYLING. 

Flatting Again Good Where Lumber¬ 
ing Ilutl Unlncd It. 

“Both grayling and trout fishing an 
excellent again In the Michigan woods 
In the Pigeon River district,” said c 
Michigan man in the l'hiladelphis 
Ledger, “since the railroads went lntc 
the lumber woods and did away witi 
logging In the streams. It was to tin 
choking and jamming of the streanu 
and the plowing und tearing up of theli 
beds by the Interminable log drive* 
that the apparent annihilation of troui 
and grayling In their favorite haunti 
for years was due. The lumbermen 
found that they could get their log! 
to the mills quicker, safer aud cheifpei 
by building railroads Into the woods 
and. consequently, most of the streams 
have been abandoned to the possessior 
of their native fish again. 

"The marvelous recuperative powei 
of trout and their kind when not inter¬ 
fered with by unnatural causes Is dera 
onstrnted In a convincing manner bj 
tlie extraordinary recovery ot tbes< 
Michigan streams from apparent ster 
llity to fertility In (rout and grayling 
A catch of grayling In Pigeon River 
made by Colonel Park, of Columbus 
Ohio, numbered thirty-three, ant 
weighed, nfter 300 miles of trnnspor 
tat ion, over thirty-six pounds, an un 
usual average for that fish. 

“Colonel Park also killed a nineteen 
Inch grayling, the largest ever taket 
from Pigeon River. It rose to the flj 
before the fly had reached the watei 
and struck It in midair. The big gray 
ling was landed after a severe and ex 
citing struggle. The weight of tin 
fish was nearly three pounds and lead!

From what I have learned from my own experience and frotp my connec¬ 
tions with amateurs, I believe that they are often at a loss what to photo¬ 
graph. Subjects that are right at their doors they neglect entirely. The main 
fault lies In the fact that we are too blind to see the beauty which ltes all 
around us. To do this We must develop our artistic sense, or, ns It Is some¬ 
times called, our artistic eye. The majority of amateurs see no beauty In 
hills and trees If they live In the country, but think their city brother has 
the advantage. On the other hand, amateurs living In the city are dissatis¬ 
fied and wish to get away from the monotony of straight streets nnd live 
in the land of hills, trees, flowers, etc. Many also think beauty lies In nov¬ 
elty, and thus the common things which surround them are full of beauty 
which they see not. If the country photographers and their city brothers 
would adjust themselves to their surroundings the world would possess 
many more masterpieces than It now does.—Camera and Dark Room. 

A very successful negative may be taken on rapid bromide paper, nnd 
for this purpose the smooth surface papers are of course to be preferred. 
The slight grain In the print taken from a paper negative Is a positive ad¬ 
vantage, and for large heads and most classes of figure studies, even in small 
sices, the bromide paper negative bolds great possibilities. 

To retouch a negative on bromide paper is ns near a pleasure as re¬ 
touching can ever attain to, and the particular quality of the grain of a silver 
print taken under a paper negative seems to make the gold bath much more 
reliable In Its action. 

Want of rapidity Is perhaps the only real drawback to the use of bro¬ 
mide paper for negative work, but given a good light, exposure of l-15tb 
or even l-25th of a second are quite practical. 

Its chief beauty, however, Is Its total freedom from halation, and an nma- 
teur who for the first time looks upon a print from one of these paper nega¬ 
tives will be struck by the brilliant softness nnd absence of fnlse lights so 
noticeable In glass negatives aud their prints. 

A bromide paper negative Is singularly unattractive In appearance, but 
the resulting print Is often a source of astonishment. The cost, as compared 
with the plates, and the facility with which the negatives are stored, are ad¬ 
vantages which are too obvious to need special mention.

FITTING THE HUMAN FOOT. 

Left Pedal Kxtremltx Ie Generally 
Larger than Ita Mate. 

“The question of which foot to fit 
first is an Important one to us,” said 
the shoe salesman as he tugged to 
get a small pair of Oxfords on a large 
foot. “It may seem strange to you, 
but It is rarely that we do not experi¬ 
ence some trouble In fitting one while 
the other is easily covered. A popu¬ 
lar belief obtains that the left foot of 
every person Is the hardest to fit, and 
consequently many shoe clerks always 
try a shoe on that foot first. It Is 
not true, however, according to my ob¬ 
servation, that there Is any inflexible 


rule as to which foot to try first. It 
is true, nevertheless, that in a major¬ 
ity of cases If you succeed In fitting 
the left foot you will have no trouble 
with the right. My practice is to try 
both feet before I pronounce a pair of 
shoes a perfect fit. Then 1 am sure 
of avoiding any mistake growing out 
of peculiarities of foot formation. 

“No two people have feet formed ex¬ 
actly alike, and the shoe salesman who 
thinks so and is governed accordingly 
will meet with many complaints. For 
some time 1 pondered over the problem 
of fitting shoos to feet and especially 
ns to why the left foot should be con¬ 
sidered the standard by which to be 
governed. The only rational theory 1 
have ever been able lo evolve Is a very 
simple one when you come to consider 
It. Nine out of ten people you meet 
are rlght-linnded, ns we say. About 
one person in ton, or perhaps the per 
cent Is even less than that, use* his 
left hand. If you will observe a per¬ 
son who usee the right and when he 
or she Is standing nnd talking they 
invariably rest their weight on the left 
foot. And vice versa, a left-handed 
person will rest his or her weight on 
the right foot. The result Is that with 
right-handed people the left foot Is 
probably a fraction larger than the 
right fqot, and the shoe clerk must 
Inevitably find this to be a fact soon¬ 
er or later. That, in my opinion, is 
the explanation of the common belief 
that the left foot Is the standard to 
go by in the fitting of shoes. But, ns l 
have nlieqly said, there is no rule 
that is absolutely safe to follow, and 
my plan is always to tit both feet be¬ 
fore I lot a customer leave the house.” 
—New Orleans Tlmes-Democrat. 

War Prevented by delay. 

An example that can never be over¬ 
looked when the right of an ambassa¬ 
dor to exercise IiIr own discretion is 
in question is that which occurred in 
the career of Lord Lyons, when he 
was our ambassador to the United 
States. He was persona grata there. 
"All I can sny. Lord Lyons, Is ‘Go 
thou and do likewise,’ ” was Abraham 
Lincoln's genial method of receiving 
the British ambassador's announce¬ 
ment of King Edward’s marrlnge. 
Lord Lyons did not take the advice, 
but he remained a very effective am¬ 
bassador In spite of his bachelorhood. 
When the grave difficulty over the 
Mason nnd Slidell case arose Lord 
Lyons was Instructed from home to 
present an ultimatum, afford twelve 
hours for Its acceptance and, the lat¬ 
ter not being forthcoming, he was to 
break off diplomatic relations and 
leave the country. The twelfth hour 
expired, Slidell and Mason were not 
surrendered nnd there remained ap¬ 
parently only the dire prospect of war. 
“Give me another twelve hours,” sold 
Secretary Seward, the secretary of 
state. It was entire contradiction of 
official orders, hut, nevertheless, “I 
will,” said Lyons. From six o’clock 
that night until six next morning Se¬ 
ward battled with the recalcitrants. 
Then Lyons received an intimation 
that the confederate envoys would be 
given up. So by the Insubordination 
of an ambassador war was saved—St 
Janie’s Gazette,

Why KliiinipJs Shrink. 

Flannels or any articles made of 
wool are entirely different In their ulti¬ 
mate fillers from linen or cotton or 
any vegetable fabric. The libers are 
spiral In form and heat and cold and 
rubbing make them draw up, while 
certain strong alkalies seem to produce 
the same effect. It Is. therefore, nec¬ 
essary that flannels should he washed 
in water of even temperature, wrung 
dry and rubbed as little as possible. 
Rub when necessary with (lie hands 
and not on a hoard. Do not put flan¬ 
nels outdoors to freeze Iu winter, hut 
hang them before the lire or in a warm 
room to dry as quickly ns possible, 
and they will not shrink. 

Shaped wool undergarments should 
he dried on wooden forms, the exact 
size of the garments when new.

CREATING A SEEDLESS PLUM. 

Some sixteen or eighteen years ago 
1 sent, to a French nurseryman for the 
Prunier sans noyeau, a fruit which 
has been known as a curiosity for 
hundreds of years. This soon fruited 
with me. producing a fruit about tho 
size of a small cherry, having a dam¬ 
son color and flavor, with a stone par¬ 
tially covering the pit, and growing 
ou an unproductive, rambling, thorny 
bush. 

This was carefully crossed with the 
French prune and other plums, and 
after about ten years i began to see 
the results in sweet and sour damson 
like fruits of all sizes. At last, some 
four years ago, in a lot of these hy 
laid seedlings, a strong, vigorous, 
close-jointed tree with large leaves 
and very prominent buds was raised 
which produced the fruit called 
“Miracle,” of much better flavor than 
even the best damsons, of greatly itn 
proved form, size, color and quality, 
and the stone wholly eliminated. 

Like several others of these hybrid 
seedlings, this new and lirst really 
stoneless hybrid plum resembles, but 
even surpasses, its stamiuate parent, 
the French prune, in size, and resem¬ 
bles it in general form and especially 
in its enormous productiveness, but 
having a much heavier blue bloom, 
thus more resembling some of the 
German and Hungarian prunes. 
While not containing sugar enough to 
be classed among the drying prunes, 
for cooking it must supplant all the 
damsons, as it is larger and more pro 
duetive, if possible. Hum any of them 
which are noted for their productive 
ness.—Luther Burbank in Sunset 
Magazine for November.

THE REVOLUTION IN CHEMISTRY.

The new chemistry suggests that rnntter and electricity 
are one and the same; that what we call atoms consist of 
pystems of far tinier bodies, the ions, or electrons, which 
fire simply charges of electricity.
